This  is  the  year  of  expositions 
and  I hope  many  of  you  will  get 
to  see  one.  I saw  one  back  about 
1900  when  they  had  one  in  the  city 
of  Omaha.  I have  forgotten  what 
the  excuse  was  for  having  it  but  I 
recall  very  well  the  fact  that  there 
were  no  drinking  fountains.  We 
were  there  in  August  and  soon  dis- 
covered that  when  you  wanted  a 
drink  you  looked  around  until  you 
found  a water-cooler  hung  up  on  a 
wall  somewhere.  Then  you  drop- 
ped a nickle  in  the  slot  which  re- 
leased the  spigot  so  it  would  turn 
long  enough  to  run  out  a cupful 
of  water.  The  cup  was  chained  to 
the  cooler  so  it  would  be  handy  for 
everybody.  Mother  did  not  feel 
quite  right  about  drinking  after 
everybody  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
however,  so  she  carried  a glass  in 
her  handbag. 

But  the  thing  I remember  most 
vividly  about  the  water-coolers  was 
that  along  about  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  when  you  didn’t  know 
which  hurt  the  most,  your  aching 
feet  or  your  parched  throat,  and 
you  found  a water-cooler  and  got 
your  glass  out,  and  dropped  your 
nickle  in  the  slot,  the  thing  would 
be  empty;  your  nickle  gone — no 
drink ! 

Of  course,  in  those  days  people 
who  spent  money  for  such  things 
as  bottled  drinks,  ice-cream  sodas, 
and  other  unhealthful  libations 
were  considered  as  either  lost  in 
sin  or  too  profligate  with  their 
money  to  be  loose  without  a keeper. 
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In  fact  many  persons  thought  a 
place  where  you  could  not  get  a 
free  drink  of  water  was  not  a fit 
place  to  be,  and  said  so,  too. 

Since  those  days  I have  found 
out  that  there  are  many  places 
along  the  road  where  you  can  drop 
your  nickle  in — but  no  drink  comes 
out.  I can  recognize  most  of  these 
fake  water-coolers  now,  but  it  has 
cost  me  many  nickles,  many  nickles. 

Go  along  to  the  Fair,  my  young 
friends,  drop  your  nickles  in,  and 
try  to  remember  the  ones  that 
brought  you  back  at  least  a cool 
drink.
